Southwest farm markets main­ 
tained generally 
firm 
to 
higher 
trends last week, accordisg to a 
report received by The Herald from 
the Production and Markting Ad­ 
ministration cf the United States 
' ©apartment of Agriculture. 
Grain markets reached new high 
levels and remained strong through­ 
out the week. Principal strengthen­ 
ing factors 
included 
unfavorable 
condition of the wanter wheat crop, 
rfncrt European supplies, and rapid­ 
ly diminishing domestic feed grains 
needed for the coming heavy winter 
feeding season. Texas wheat clos-1 
cd Friday at $3.27%. 
Activity in Southwest cotton mar­ 
kets continued brisk during the 
week. 
Farmers offered freely in 
most sections, as prices advanced 
around $7.50 per bale. 
Eggs and poultry sold steady to 
firm the past week in good holiday 
demand. 
Current receipt eggs also 
brought 47 to 50 cents per dozen at 
Dallas and Fort Worth and a little 
mere at Denver and New Orleans. 
Most markets brought turkeys close 
to support levels. Heavy hens also 
brought mostly 24 to 26 cents but 
New Orleans paid 30. 
Cattle sold generally steady to 50

It’s smart gardening to double­ 
cross garden insect pests by fal 
spading or plowing in preparation 
for spring planting, declares H. C. ,l 
Stanley Jr., county agent. 


Fowler says that fall spading or 
plowing is one of the mast impor­ 
tant steps in insect control. If In­ 
terferes with the natural and normal 
activities of the insects for living 
through the winter. There are two 
groups of insects that give trouble— 
that that winter above the ground, 
and others that winter below the 
surface. 
Fall spading upsets both groups. 
The surface group can stand severe 
cold but not burying in moist soil. 
The burrowers cannot endure ex­ 
posure to winter weather. 
Fall 
spading after they have settled 
themselves for the winter disturbs 
the protection they have chosen and 
results in a heavy winter kill of 
the pests. 
There are other rood reasons for 
turning the soil in the winter. In 
heavier clay soils, winier freezing 
and thawing break up clods and im­ 
prove the physical condition of the 
exposed soil. It Is possible to plant

H. C. Stanley Jr., Jones County 
agricultural agent, wants The H er­ 
ald to rem ind all cattle and dairv- 
men th ta now is the tim e to do 
something about cattle grubs. 
Cattle grubs cause the loss of 
$5,000,000 
to Texas farm ers 
and 
ranchers each year. 
They make 
beef cattle harder to fatten, cut 
down en milk production, and ruin 
hides. 
Control of the erub is not particu­ 
larly hard, Stanley states—takes a 
little time, th a t’s all. Extension en. 
tomologists recommend rotenone— 
in fact, th at is the only m aterial I 
they do recommend. It’s safe, effec­ 
tive and has proven its value over 
a period of years. 
During th e war 
rotenone wTas rath er scarce, but a 
pretty good supply is on the m arket 
this year. 
W hether you spray, dust, wash or 
dip your stock, it should be done 
at least three tim es before spring— 
at 30-day internals. For the spray, 
use seven and one-half pounds of 
five per cent rotenone in IOO gal­ 
lons of water. 
For the dust, mix 
thoroughly one part of five per cent 
rotenone powder with two parts of 
pyrophylhte (pdrofilite) or Tripoli 
earth. 
Use about three and a half 
ounces per anim al, rubbing it into 
the back thoroughly. 
Your county agricultural agent 
can tell you more about grub con­ 
trol. 
Go by to see him —and don’ 
wait too long.

Grain markets reached new high 
levels and remained strong through­ 
out the week. Principal strengthen­ 
ing factors 
included 
unfavorable 
condition of the winter wheat crop, 
Sibert European supplies, and rapid­ 
ly diminishing domestic feed trains 
needed for tile coming heavy winter , 
feeding season. 
Texas wheat clos­ 
ed Friday at $3.27%. 
Activity in Southwest cotton mar­ 
kets continued brisk 
during the 
week. 
Farmers 
offered freely in 
most sections, as prices advanced 
around $7.50 per bale. 
Eggs and poultry sold steady to 
firm the past week in good holiday 
demand. 
Current receipt eggs also 
brought 47 to 50 cents per d^zen at 
Dallas and Fort Worth and a little 
mere at Denver and New Orleans. 
Most markets brought turkeys close 
to support levels. 
Heavy hens also 
brought mostly 24 to 26 cents but 
New Orleans paid 30. 
Cattle sold generally steady to 50

and good lambs brought $18 to $21 
at San Antonio and $19 to $22-50 at 
Fort Worth. 
Wool and mohair remained quiet, 
but some mohair sold at Junction at 
73 cents for kid and 53 cents for 
adult hair, while San Angelo paid 
three cents less. 
Hogs lost 25 to 50 cents per IOO 
pounds for the week at most of 
Southwest markets, but Oklahoma 
City netted a little gain. 
Closing 
top butchers stood at $25JR at San 
Antonio and Wichita, $25.75 at Fort 
Worth and Oklahoma City and $26.- 
25 at Denver. 
Sows brought $22 to 
$23 at San Antonio and $23.50 to 
$24.75 elsewhere.

Fowler says that fall spading or 
plowing is ane of the most impor­ 
tant steps in insect control. If in­ 
terferes with the natural and normal 
act.ivitBeis of the insects for living 
through the winter. There are two 
groups of insects that give trouble— 
that that winter above the ground, 
and others th at winter below the 
surface. 
Fall spading upsets both groups. 
The surface group can stand severe 
cold but not burying in moist soil. 
The burrowers cannot endure ex­ 
posure to winter weather. 
Fall 
spading aft or 
they have 
settled 
themselves for the winter disturbs 
the protection they have chosen and 
results in a heavy winter kill of 
the pests. 
There are other good reasons for 
turning the soil in the winter.

A.—Tests conducted at Massachu­ 
setts State College show that an 
average of six days in the brood/ 
coop is necessary to break hens of 
setting, with indivdual hens taking 
from three to eight days before 
they are ready to be released.

q —What is the most common 
cause of stiffness in pigs

A.—Such stiffness is usually due 
to a nutritional deficiency, chiefly

tomoloytsts recommend rotenone— 
in fact, th at is the only m aterial 
they do recommend. I f s safe, effec­ 
tive and has proven its value over 
a period of years. 
During the war 
rotenone was rath er scarce, but a 
pretty good supply is on the m arket 
this year. 
W hether you spray, dust, wash or 
dip your stock, it should be done 
at least three tim es before spring— 
at 30-day intervals. For the spray, 
use seven and one-half pounds of 
five per cent rotenone in IOO gal­ 
lons of water. 
For the dust, mix 
thoroughly one part of five per cent 
rotenone powder with two parts of 
pyrophylhte 
(pdrofilite) or Tripoli 
earth. 
Use about three and a half 
ounces per animal, rubbing it into 
the back thoroughly, 
Your county agricultural agent 
can tell you more about arub con­ 
trol.
